The high-speed line printer ( two models available) prints 
amaximum of 356 full lines per minute for the 80-column 
printer, or 245 full lines per minute for the 132-column 
printer. If only the first 20 columns are printed, maximum 
printer speed is 1110 lines per minute for both models. 
The printer is an impact type using a revolving character 
drum and a hammer per column. Up to six-part forms 
may be used for multiple copies. Adjustable pinfeed trac- 
tors allow fanfold paper from 4 inches to 14-7/8 inches 
in width. 


80-ColumnModel—Charactersare loaded into the printer 
memory via the Line Printer Buffer serially by charac- 
ter. Characters are automatically printed when the 
memory becomes full (20 characters). This is repeated 
for the next set of twenty hammers and so on until a

full 80-column line has been printed or a special char- 
acter is recognized. The special characters (non-print- 
ing) are Carriage Return, Line Feed, and Form Feed. 

132-Column Model—The operation is similar to that of 
the 80-column model except that the printer memory 
contains 22 characters and there are 132 print ham- 
mers. 


POWER Indicator—Lights when AC power is applied to 
the printer. 

READY /ndicator—Lights when printer is on, interlocks 
are satisfied, and paper is loaded. 

ON-LINE Indicator—Lights when printer is in On-Line 
mode of operation. 

TOP-OF-FORM Switch—Advances paper to TOP-OF- 
FORM position; disabled in ON-LINE mode. 

PAPER STEP Switch—Advances paper one line; dis- 
abled in ON-LINE mode. 


ON-LINE/OFF-LINE Switch—Selects mode of opera- 
tion for printer.
